ALL HYENA3 ARE NOT COWARDS. 


Illustrative Encounters witb Them In 


Soinaliland. 


Hyenas are noted as great cowards, 


bnt I have come across a few exceptions. 
When about sizty miles from. Berbera, 
on my return journey, I camped close to 
a Somali zarelia. Soon the head men 
came iii and asked me to shoot a pack 
of bis hyenas, as they had killed a great 
many bliecp and goats. That morning 
they killed two sheep, and tho same 
night juiD.T-ed into the zareba and car- 
ried of? a sheep and badly bit a young 
cow. 


Nest morning 1 saw two Somali men 


running after a hyena with spears, but 
be only kept about 100 yards in front, 
and aa soon as they stopped, he did the 
same and had a look at them, and on 
their returning he quietly walked on. 


I was busy with a koodoo head at the 


time, so did not go after him, but evi- 
dently he wanted to see what I was do- 
ing and so came toward me. When 
about 100 yards off I put a bullet through 
his shoulders. 


So much for No. 1. He knew how 


far a Somali could throw a spear, but 
not how far a rifle would carry. 


Next day at noon we heard a groat 


shouting about a mile off. 
After awhiJe 


I mado out that a lion had killed one oi 
my camels. I took the 4.50 express and 
started off. On arriving on the scene 1 
found it was not a lion, bnt a hyena, and 
that tho camel was not dead, but badly 
bitten on the hind parts. 


A woman said the hyena was behind 


some low bushes about 150 yards 
off. 


The bushes, three in number, were only 
2}£ feet high and on an open plain. As 
the Somali men had been making a great 
noise I said nothing would stop there. 
However, 1 went to have a look, and 
when about seventy yards off the bush 
up came a head and took a good look at 
me, and then went down slowly, like a 
lion crouching. I went twenty yards 
closer, when up came the head to have 
another look. I took a steady aim, and 
next moment an express bullet between 
the eyes of a hyena finished him. 


He was a very large and fat beast, 


with a good coat of hair, and had a good 
portion of a sheep in his inside. 


Now I could imagine one going for a 


a camel if starved, but not when fat, 
and at midday, with a man and woman 
accompanying the camels—a thick bush 
within 200 yards on the left, if he had 
wanted to get away. Instead -of doing 
so he kept to the open country, with 
three bushes hardly large enough to 
conceal him, and then held his ground 
until shot dead. 
I think it showed 


great pluck. End of No, 3, 


In the night the men heard some of the 


others howling, so at daylight I went 
over to where I shot No. 2, and there, 
sure enough, were three more hyenas. 


Just then one of the three picked up 


the dead one by the back and parried it 
hi his mouth, with his head thrown up 
to keep it off the ground, only the feet 
trailing. He took it about sixty yards 
and put it under a bush. I lay still for 
a few minutes, and then the vultures 
came down, but the three hyenas drove 
them off. 
I then sat up and one of them 


saw me. As they were only 125 yards 
off, however, I had a good shot, and a 
hollow bullet behind the shoulder fin- 
ished No. 8. The other two made 
off, 


so I left them. 


In the afternoon one of my Somali 


men said there was a hyena keeping off 
the vultures. I went out with the glass 
and saw he had taken the last dead one 
about 200 yards up a stony hill with 
some large rocks on the top. He was 
just going back to the rocks after hav- 
ing made a sortie upon the vultures. 1 
then went up toward the rocks, when 
out he came and took a good look, stand- 
ing facing me. 


It was a long shot, over 200 yards; 


but by good luck I put a bullet in the 
center of his throat, killing him instant- 
y. This made the fourth. Next morning 
[ went to take a look and there was one 
with the dead one shot the day before.—

The silver men of Nevada should con- 


tinually bear in mind that the primary 
object of the organization of 
Silver 


Leagues was to farther the cans* of free 
coinage. The people had been deceived 
by the old parties, both of which pro- 
fessed to favor free coinage in the States 
west of tbe Mississippi and south of the 
Ohio, while opposing it in the E»st. 
This doable-dealing fooled all the peo- 
ple of the West for a while, and it ap- 
pears to be deceiving some of them yet, 
but the large majority have had their 
eyes opened by tbe action of Congress on 
the Stewart bill, when Republicans and 
Democrats, under the leadership of Czar 
Reed, defeated the me»s«re. 
Now, this 


majority ignore past party 
affiliations 


and in convention assembled nominated 
an electoral ticket and pledged it to vote 
only for a free coinage candidate for 
President of tbe United States, the Sil- 
yer Leagues reserving the right to de- 
termine who the person should bo. 


Under the provisions of the Secret 


Ballot Act, the names of the candidates 
for President an/1 Vice President and 
their political designation must precede 
the names of the electors. 
It is there- 


fore necessary for the Leagues in con- 
vention to designate 
the 
Presiden- 


tial candidate whose name shall head 
the ticket. 
A.» General Weaver i* the 


only free coinage candidate for Presi- 
dent, he must necessarily be selected for 
tbe purpose seated and a convention has 
been called to designate him. 


To-day harmony prevails in the ranks 


of the Silver men, but tbe seeds of dis- 
cord may be sown in the Convention and 
it therefore devolves upon the Leagues 
to be represented at Winnemucca by in- 
telligent and reliable men. To day vic- 
tory is assured and if the Winnemucca 
Convention adheres to the original par- 
pose of the Leagues the Weaver electors 
nnd Silver men nominated at Reno will 
be elected by large majorities. Every 
candidate on those tickats are merabera 
of the Silver League* pledged to vote for 
no man for Executive or Legislative of 
flee who is not pledged by platform nnd 
declaration to tbe free coinayo of silver. 
That is as binding an obligation as con 
be assumed on tlio silver question and it 
ought to bu satisfactory to every genuine 
silver man in the State. 


But the enemies of the Silver men ore 


busily at work endeavor! ngto create dis- 
sensions 
among 
them. 
Wall street 


money, it is rumored, has been sent to 
Nevada to disrupt th« Silver party and 
defeat its candidates for electors, Sena- 
tor 
and Representative. 
Everybody 


should guard Against this influence, rea- 
son with those, if any thero be, who are 
misled by it, and see that goldbugs and 
"Wall street emissaries, who make preten- 
sions to being silver advocates are ex- 
posed in their real colors, so that they 
cannot deceive the unwary and unsophis- 
ticated. 


THB CRIME Or 
TUK 


The demonetization of silver has been 


denounced by nearly every free coinage 
man in Congress and out of it as the 
crime of the century. 
It was secrelly ac- 


complished by Congress at the instigation 
of European bondholders, 
\vho, it is 


charged, paid through their agent, Er- 
nest fleyd, over half a million dollars to 
get the bill through both Houses. Tbe 
object WM to reduce the volume of 
money by 
demonetizing one-half the 


amount in circulation and cause a dia- 
disparity between the volume of currency 
and tbe population wad business of the 
country. The consequences of this finan- 
C.al policy is told by the Rocky Mount- 
ain News, which st>ys: 


"A dearth of money has never failed 


to increase the value of the money unit 
and decrease the price of commodities 
for which that unit is exchanged. This 
condition bean oppressively upon the 
producer and consumer. 
The former 


has to sell at nnremunerative prices 
while the latter ia able to buy only spar 
ingly at any price. The contraction of 
the currency of which demonetization 
was an incident, is the crime of the age 
It is fast turning this free nation into i 
land of tenant farmers. 
Half the farms 


of the country are now either occupied 
by tenants cr loaded with debts which 
their owners can never pay unless there 
is relief through, just legislation. The 


. suns conditions are slowly but surely 
driving the laboring million* to the point 
of desperation. The time has come when 
the owners of colorsal wealth, procured 
by class legislation, make no secret of 
dictating their terms to labor and auto- 
cratically rej-etii.g all 
overtures for 


arbitration of differences. 


She Say* That She I* In Reality a Cow- 


ard Whenever She Hear* tbe Cry of 
"FIr»! Fire!"—Her Escape* Have Been 
Dae to Extreme Cooliiei*. 
For over fifteen years Kate Claaton 


has been pursued by a peculiar form of 
Ul lack. In spite of the little womam's 
pluck, which has made her a heroine of 
several fires and a dozen or so of panics, 
bhe rather shrinks from tbe subject, and 
it is with difficulty that she can be per- 
suaded to tell of some of the escapes 
from the flames that she has had. 


Her experience at Harris" theatre, 


when the cry of fire caused a panic, is 
only one of the several through which 
she has passed since 1873, the year of 
the celebrated Brooklyn fire. She had 
just been dragged from the stage by La 
Frochard, the hag in "The Two Or- 
phans," when a reporter sought her out. 
The excitement of the false alarm had 
left her nerves a little shattered, she ex- 
plained. When reference Was made to 
her apparent coolness she said that her 
manner showed nothing of what she 
really felt. 
"I was very much wrought up. No 


one can tell what that cry of fire meant 
to me. I had begun to think that my 
evil genius had forgotten my existence, 
it seemed so long since the last panic. 
I was in an exceptionally good humor, 
and was sitting on the steps of the plat- 
form when the stampede began. As ia 
always my first impulse, I rushed to see 
the flames. I did not doubt that the 
building was ablaze. 
At one glance, 


however, I saw there was no danger, 
except that which comes with every 
panic. 
"You know," she said, "that I dread 


a panic worse than I do a fire. My ex- 
perience has been that more people are 
crushed to death in their efforts to get 
out than are ever burned alive. The 
escapes I have made, which some seem 
to think almost miraculous, were the 
result of coolness and presence of mind. 
When the cry of fire is given I nevei 
allow my Impulse to ruu with the crowd 
to govern me. I imperil my life some- 
what in order to seek out the dangei 
and choose the beat method of escaping 
from it. Often, it seemed to me after- 
ward, had I followed the mad rush 
for the main exits I would never have 
escaped. 
"I try to impress everybody with the 


same idea. First view the situations 
and figure up the chances for escape. 
When the Southern hotel in St. Louis 
was burned, for instance, at which time 
twenty-seven lives were lost, I never did 
any of the remarkable feats which have 
been attributed to me. The story ia 
generally believed that I rolled down the 
burning stairs in wet blankets. The fact 
waa I staid in the burning building un- 
til I had discovered a safe means of es- 
cape. The fact that I was one of the 
last to get out caused dozens of reports 
to be spread. 


"My reputation as a fire fiend began 


the second year I acted in. "The Two 
Orphans.' I was playing in Brooklyn. 
1 had thrown myself on the straw bed 
to sleep. I had closed my eyes, and foi 
tliia reason did not discover the fire at 
first. When I was awakened and or- 
dered to got up I saw the fire creeping 
along the top of the theater. Every one 
remembers the fatal ending. Four hun- 
dred persons wore burned or trampled 
to death, among whom were three of 
the company. The next year, 1878, I 
was caught in the St.* Louis fire. Ever 
since then I have been considered a fore- 
runner of fires. 
"I can only account for the numerous 


false alarms and panics from the fact 
that there are always some superstitious 
person iu the audience who, believing 
me to be followed by an evil genius, 
shouts fire at the slightest provocation. 
More panics have been caused by fights 
in tbe streets and alleys than in any 
other way. Just a short time ago there 
was a panic in La Crosse, Wis,, caused 
in the identical way as the one here. 
Another* panic, which came near.being 
a disaster, was caused by a street fight 
iu front of the Owens opera house, in 
Charleston, S. C. When one'starts it ia 
impossible to check it. I have tried 
screaming to the audience, but it only 
makes it worse. 
My presence often 


seems to check a stampede. At the close 
of the panic here I made up my mind to 
have me a big sign printed with the 
\y-ords, 'It is only a fight.' 
"Of ftll the theater panics I have been 


in only three were caused from fire. 
Several times the flies have been ablav 
without any one in the audience know- 
ing it. I have become morbid on the 
subject of tire, and, no matter how late 
at night it is, if an. alarm J3 sounded I 
always dress and go. When the Fifth 
Avenue theater, in New York, burned I 
was pres«nt and watched it to the end. 
If I had been seen it w«u}d, probably 
have been said that my presence caused 
it. I do not deserve the reputation ot 
being brave in fires, for I am a great 
coward, so great a one that it often en- 
ables mo to seejn self sustained. After 
such a fright am left ppjnpjetely un- 
nerved,"—Louisville Courier-Journal.

The Blue Vetch. 


A particularly beautiful wild flower 


from the Old World, now getting com- 
mon in New England and giving pleas- 
ore to tlie lover of wild flower scenery, 
ia the blue vetch, Vicia cracca. I was 
particularly glad to see it come off a con- 
queror in a battle with the well known 
couch grass, which usually acts the 
Groliath among other vegetation. 
It 


usually crowds out everything, and onr 
Pennsylvania, farmer regards it as one 
of his worst enemies. 


On the scacoasts of New England, 


however, the yield of this grass is sim- 
ply enormous,"and the agriculturist em- 
ploys it largely for hay. Its roots are 
annoying to the more southern farmer, 
as every little piece grows. It can never 
be got rid of. 
But here, where the 


same field is mowed for an indefinite 
number of years, it is of no consequence 
how the roots hold on. The more tena- 
cious'the better. But it is such a bold 
warrior among vegetation that nothing 
can grow where it grows, and a field of 
couch grass looks more like a field of 
some light kind of wheat under a careful 
farmer's hands. 


Timothy grass here will not stand the 


attacks. Battalions of weeds contest 
the field with it. Couch grass alone 
tends forth defiance. 
But the blue 


vetch is a masterpiece. It grows up 
with the grass and at length overtops it, 
and forms beautiful blue-'patches over 
the whold field,' looking like bright 
cerulean .lakes over a gray arid plain. 
Fortunately the farmer does not mind, 
as it is as agreeable to the cattle as the 
grass. It is one of those rare instances 
where great beauty and utility go hand 
in hand together, and strike up a truly 
happy marriage.—Thomas Meehan in 
Philadelphia Ledger.

distant horizon, which increase? in vol- 
ume and blackness nntil the whole sky 
may be darkened, or if the night be 
coming on the flames will light np tho 
whole landscape and their glow will be 
reflected above. The wise Dakotan has 
his farm or ranch protected by fire- 
breaks. These are usually made by 
plowing two strips a few furrows wide 
and several rods apart and burning the 


between. 
..^ore is bnt little likelihood of put- 


ting out a Dakota prairie fire during the 
day, as the wind, which is almost in- 
variably blowing, and which the fire 
seems to greatly increase in force, never 
lulls until the coming of night. Then, 
though there is no dewfall in that re 
gion, the fire burns less fiercely and may 
be at times entirely extinguished. The 
most successful method of putting out 
a fire, and one frequently employed, i<- 
to kill a horse or cow and, splitting the 
carcass, drag it along the fire line and 
over the fiames, which are thus ex- 
tinguished. 
This is done by attaching long wire 


ropes to two limbs of the carcass, to 
each of which is hitched a horse, on 
which is an experienced rider. One of 
these horsemen rides on either side of 
the line of file, and by skillful reining 
they draw the body of the dead animal 
directly over the flames. Sometimes a 
fresh hide, weighted down with pieces 
of iron fastened to it, is used instead of 
the carcass of an animal. By this method 
a line of fire twenty miles in length may 
be extinguished in one night. Men on 
foot usually follow after the horsemen 
and put ont any fire that may remain 
after they have passed. 


The scene presented by such a com- 


pany of fire fighters is extremely weird 
and one which a beholder is not hkel? 
to forget. Fortunate it is if those in 
terested complete their work before the 
coming of dawn, for if they do not the 
rising of the wind may send the five 
leaping over tho area of country thpy 
havo labored to s^.e, and blackened 
plains and smoldering heaps that mark 
tho bites of former ranches and hotne- 
stoads will tell the oft told story of the 
Dakota prairie fire,—Chicago Herald.
